JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

Matsukata, Vice-Minister of the Finance Department and 
Director of the Japanese Section of the International Exhibition 
to be held in Paris in 1878, will shortly leave for France,

within the precinets of the Akasaka Palace, have already been 
drawn up, and the work will be commenced shortly.

expressed opinions in favour of the laws now existing. It is 
said, however, that one of the Ministers insist that the matter 
shall be discussed fully before the civil war is brought to a close.

The indiscriminate occupation of the bund by merchandise 
has long been a very serious evil. Within a few months the 
Municipal Couneil has had the matter under advisement, and 
has adopted a set of regulations requiring every kind of goods 
to be removed within three days from the date of landing, and 
allotting a very limited space for the temporary deposit of goods, 
instead of the whole water front, as has hitherto been the case. 
‘A scale of fines or dues has been fixed, classifying merchandise, 
and these fines become due on expiry of the three days, ‘The 
Customs Taoutai has issued a proclamation embodying the fore- 

oing requirements, but omitted to append any definite penalty. 
fe is said that he objects to the principle of the payment of 
wharfage dues by the Chinese. In consequence, a long corre- 
spondence has taken place between the Taoutai and the British 
Consulate, and the matter is to be referred to Peking before 
any attempt is made to enforce payment. Meantime a roadway 
has been cleared on the bund sufliciently wide to enable a foot- 
passenger and a sedan chair to go abreast—until recently im- 
possible. 

The Lapwing is expecting soon to leave for Nagasaki, and to 
be replaced by H.M.S. Midge. 

It is reported that Mr. Detring, of Chefoo, has been appointed 
Commissioner of Customs for this port, vice Mr. Macpherson, 
who left several months ago.

CHEFOO. 

Complaints are still made of the harm done to this place by 
the exaggerated rumours some time back with regard to fever. 
A correspondent sa; 

The hotels are almost empty, and the evening walk on the 
beach, which by-the-bye is the most disappointing and tiring of 
its kind, is unenlivened by any élite, beauty or band. A few 
bathers are seen in the morning very far apart, and apparently 
shunning each other, Everything is the abomination of 
desolation. The want of energy on the part of the community 
was painfully evident only the other day, when at a bowling 
match between Chefooites and outsiders the former had all 
sloped off to bed before the result could be ascertained. A 
somewhat amusing incident occurred a few mornings ago on the 
beach. Some employés of the Customs were trying a theodolite 
and level at about the bathing time, and were accused by the 
lady bathers, with the usual proneness of their sex to jump at 
rash conclusions, of trying to photograph them. Some who 
came down late actually went so far as to desist from going into 
the water, and to compare the “Customs Cads” with Punch’s 
© Margate Snobs.” 

The cholera has almost entirely disappeared from the native 
town, and with the thermometer at 62 deg. Fahr., a clear sky, 
and bracing north-easterly winds we are or ought to be enjoying 
niticent health. 

Snipe have finished, ducks are scarce, and partridges are not 
yet ready for the gun, so that our fare at present consists simply 
“of plain buatcher’s meat. Apropos of the table I may mention

SHANGHAL 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 5th 
October; the French mail from London, Aug. 10, was received 
on the 23rd Sept.; and the following P. aud O, wail of Aug. 17 
arrived out on the 26th September. 

Prison discipline seems to have been a subject of somewhat 
active discussion not only in Hong Kong but also in Shanghai, 
though so far as can be judged it does not seem that Chinese 

risoners are over-leniently treated at the jail attached to the 

‘amen of the Mixed Court magistrate before whom Chinese 
offenders in the foreign Settlements are brought. The corres- 
pondent of one of the local papers wrote a long letter on the 
subject, but it seems that he was somewhat mistaken in his 
views, to judge from the following paragraph, which appears in 
the Courier, the journal which gave publicity to his statements:— 

By the courtesy of Chen, the Chinese Magistrate of the Mixed 
Court, and Mr. Gardner, H.B.M. Vice-Consul and English 
Assessor, we were permitted to see the prison arrangements and 
everything connected with the establishment in the Maloo lately 
so vigorously attacked by our correspondent, “ Anti-Club Law.” 








The impression we brought away with us was, that the writer of 
that long letter drew a little on his imagination. We do not 
profess to have any ambition to take up residence in the 
cells, but we can truly say that they seemed to us as 
wholesome as such places’ can be, where many men 
ave incarcerated together. As to their being hot-beds 
of fever or cholera wa saw nothing to give grounds 
for such an assertion or such an opinion. There are three rooms 
in which the prisoners are—two being long and narrow, but 
clean, according to Chinese notions, The prisoners lie on mate 
on raised floors running on each side of the room, with a path 
about six feet wide, their whole length. The Debtor®’ prison is 
small, aud rather dark, but there are only a few persons in it. 
We are assured that the drainage is properly attended to—and 
that the prisoners are as well off as the same class are in their 
own dwellings—and perhaps better. Be that as it may—it is 
no “plague spot,” and the prisoners incarcerated there must 
thank their stars that they are kept there instead of being sent 
into the city. 

A communication from the Catholic Bishop of Shantung, 
which is published in the North China Daily News, gives an 
extremely sad account of the prospects of famine in the uorth. 
He writes :-- We expected good crops, but the rain has taken 
away at least one third of the yield we had hoped for. In 
several places there are locusts, and they ure near Hun-kia-lou 
(that is near Tsi-nan-foo)—yet notwithstanding we have not 
the terrible dearth of last year.” Further on, the good 
bishop proceeds :—“ Yesterday I received letters from Father 
Serafino; he says that in Wucheng, Sin-ching-chow, &., 
there is a great drought; and there come up bands of 
thieves who steal and pillage under the pretext that they 
have nothing to live upon, He tells me also that the pa- 
gans secretly introduce their small children into the exterior 
court-yard of his house, and then run away ; the orphanage is 
quite full, and he does not know where to place the new-comers ; 
and, he adds, grain is very dear. Here, too, living is very dear. 
Fra Ottavio sent to buy grain in the market, but the market was 
empty. This year they still continue to bring here many suck- 
ling babies ; but they are so weak that unfortunately they 
soon, many of them, to their Creator. Yesterday they brought 
me two little girls. 'I hope that they will live, because they are 
one year old. Mavy pagan women come to beg some 
relief, saying they want to become Christians.” From this 
it is evident that the struggle for life has commenced 
even there, where the famine is not said to be so bad as last 
year, Will foreigners do nothing this year? They cannot 
any more ah that the Chinese do not help themselves ; for Mr. 
Muirhead’s letters, published by us, show a very different state 
of things. The Chinese have already commenced, and have col- 
lected most liberally; and it is pleasant to see this isa result of 
the example shown by foreigners last season—but they are far 
ahead this season, Itis a pity that the Government were not 
induced to set on foot a system of road-making by which the 
traffic to the threatened districts might have been facilitated. It 
is evident that the difliculty of conveying food to the famishing 
will be a very serious ove ; but probably, aa it was last year, 
many will migrate to the favoured localities in which plenty 
abounds. 

We take the following from the North China Herald :— 

A meeting of shareholders in the new Steam Washing 
Company was held on the 26th September at the Club, when 
Messrs. R Mackenzie, H. Silva, and G, Withers were appointed 
a committee to organise the company. As all the capital bas 
now been subscribed, we presume the undertaking may be con- 
sidered fairly started. 

The Gazette of the 13th September reports one of the cheapest, 
pieces of work we have seen recorded for some time. The walls 
of Lanchow, the capital of Kansuh, which were well-nigh 
destroyed during the rebellion, have been rebuilt at a cost of 
only Tis. 3,397. This is for material only, the labour having 
been done by the soldiers ; but Ts. 3,397 for the material for a 
wall five miles in circumference seems tolerably cheap. 

A forcible illustration of the inconvenience arising from the 
Woosung bar is afforded in the case of the British ship Tuitsing, 
Captain R. G. Johuston, which arrived in port on the 23rd ult, 
She left Nagasaki on the 7th ult. and arrived at the Red Buoy 
on the 14th, where she was detained for nine days, owing to- 
insutticiency of water for her to cross the bar. ‘This is no 
isolated case, for few vessels are able to enter without being 
delayed for a longer or shorter time at Woosung. 

A divorce case was tried on 26th Sept. at the United States 
Consulate General, before Mr. G. W. Wells, and two Associates. 
It was a petition by Mrs. Barr for a dissolution of her marriage 
with Captain Thomas Francis Burr, on the ground of adultery. 
The Court granted the prayer of the petitioner with the Court 
and other incidental costs, and ordered the respondent, who is 
absent from Shanghai, to pay $530, money borrowed by the peti- 
tioner to pay her passage from England to Shanghai. 

The Chinese say that our old friend the Shanghai Hsien, 
whose misdeeds in the famous “Lodging House-keeper” case 
will be fresh in our readers’ recollection, is again in trouble. [tis 
reported that a Ran was killed iu a wood-yard and thrown into 
a pond, from the bottom of which his body was eventually floated 
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by generated gas and claimed by his relatives. Whereupon the 
wood-yard people are said to have bought some Ningpo clothes, 
dressed the corpse in them, and brought forward a Ningpo man 
to claim the body as that of a relative. The Hsien adjudged it 
to the Ningpo claimant, and the Shanghai people are said to 
have appealed to Soochow. 

The Municipal Minutes inform us that the Council have suc- 
ceeded in obtaining a site fora police-station in.Hongkew, some- 
where, we believe, in Hanbury-road. They get seven and a-half 
mow of land for Tis. 5,000, Land has been offered for a cross 
road from the Bubbling Well-road, at Eames’s bungalow, to- 
wards the Cemetery-road ; but as there is no immediate prospect 
of their being able to carry the road through, the Council de- 
cline the proposal for the present. Steps are being taken to ob- 
tain the land for the Markham-road extension. 

‘A season which has been eminently unhealthy as regards 
boman beings has been singularly prolific of insects, We have 
mentioned from time to time the appearance of locusts, grass- 
hoppers, &c., in our neighbourhood. The latest visitation has 
been a swarm of caterpillars. It was worth the while last week 
of anyone to walk through the country, in order to appreciate 
the plague which had fallen upon the neighbourhood, Not only 
did they cover the cotton stalks, which they seem especially to 
affect, but the pathways and even the maiu roads were covered 
with stray ones migrating from one field to another. Myriads were 
crushed under the feet of the passers by, though without perceptibly 
lessening the number. They have latterly become fewer, though 
still a number are to be seen clinging to the stalks of plants and 
branches of trees that promise a succulent m In many 
cotton fields the stalks are stripped bare of leaves, though we are 
glad to hear that the country people do not speak as though their 
crope of cotton were likely to be injured. The leaves are stripped, 
but the pods do not seem to suffer, and the crop appears to be a 
low average. But though the cotton seems to be the object of 
the caterpillars’ especial affection, they do not confine their atten- 
tion to it. Rose trees, beau-stalks, persimmon trees, laurels, all 
seem to be taken toll of, if they come in the way of the swarms ; 
and the oldest inhabitant has been heard to declare that, though 
the insects have visited the neighbourhood now and again in his 
time, he had never seen such a plague as the present 


WENCHOW. 

A correspondent of the Daily Press writes as under coucern- 

“ing the Lekin duties :— 

itherto no action has been taken by the lekin men, and al- 
though several have been seen going about with an umbrella in 
one hand and a drawn sword in the other, they bolt with extra- 
ordinary speed the instant a foreigner comes in sight. I have 
been going over the trade returns issued by the Customs for the 
April-June quarter, and our port by no means makes a bad 
show. We are ahead of Wuhu as far as piece goods are con- 
cerned, and this in spite of the great disadvantage we labour 
under when compared with that port as regards regular com- 
munication. Of course a package can always be dropped by 
some passing river steamer ; but for this place intending ship- 
pers must preserve alike their patience and their goods until a 
chance offers. 

‘Again, the analysis seems to prove that a new field for Shirt- 
ings and T-cloths has been opened up, and not, as was prophesied, 
simply a transference of trade from Nines brought about. 
Anything that we do in that last way will be so much more to 
the good, and quite irrespective of our inherent capacity. Thus 
it will be seen that in the quarter under notice 60,705 pieces of 
Shirtings and T-cloths came here direct ; whilst to Ningpo there 
were imported during the same time 306,819 pieces, against 
298,553 for same garter last year, being an increase of 8,296 
pieces on 1876. 'e have reason to believe that during the short 
time subsequent to June, when left untrammeled, it will be 
found that this favourable and promising condition of affairs 
became more and more satisfactory, but now !—horresco referens 
—lekin has stepped in and spoilt all ; and a lekin that was not 
levied before we came. 


. HONG KONG. 

Dates by this mail extend to the 11th October; the French 
thail from London, Aug. 24, arrived out on the 30th September, 
and the following P. and O. mail of August 31 was received on 
the 4th October. 

A somewhat unexpected termination of the sad cause célébre 
which ended in the imprisonment of Mr. Duncan, Secretary of 
the Hong Kong and Whampoa Dock, has taken place. It’ ap- 
pears that his health was failing so rapidly that the jail surgeon 
Sent in a certificate to the effect that his being kept longer in 
confinement might result in his death, and he has in consequence 
been released. ‘The directors of the Company endorsed the peti- 
tion which was sent in to the Government in favour of this act 
of clemency.

It is stated in the Mission intelligence of the Catholic Maga- 
zine that the infamous practice of carrying off Annamite girls 
by force or fraud from their native comntry and selling them in 
Chinese territory into domestic slavery, or, as is more frequently 
the case, for immoral purposes, is again in full vigour, Over two 
years ago the Viceroy of Canton put down the traffic at Pakhoi, 
degrading several mandarins of the prefecture of Lim-chow, who 
had not only tolerated but favoured the trade. It has not shown 
its head there sinos, but ab Ou Pow ib ic wom again ananly nar. 
ried on. During the past year over 300 Annamite girls were 
there sold into slavery, and among them were many Christians. 
The mandarin in authority openly favours the sales, receiving a 
fee on each girl, and recently he accepted two as a present. The 
sub-prefect of the town of Shek Sheng favours the mandarin at 
On Fon, 80 that the latter has no fear. On Pon is a port of some 
commercial importance, situated on a small river which, rising iu 
Kwangsi, flows through part of the prefecture of Ko Tchow, aud 
empties itself into the Gulf of Tonkin at its north-eastern ex- 
tremity. 

The annual meeting of the shareholders in the Canton Insur- 
ance Office was held at the office of the General Agents, Hong 
Kong, on the 9th October, The report showed a net profit of 
$364,022.16, of which, after placing $60,000 to reserve fuad, a 
division was made of $267 a share and 19 per cent. to con- 
tributors on contributions, On the proposition of the Chairman, 
the report was taken as read. It was resolved, on the motion of 
Mr, Sassoon, to continue the usual pension to Captain Rickett, 
their late surveyor, The consulting committee and the auditors 
were re-elected, 

The Duiiy Press gives the following description of a new 
revenue cruiser for the Chinese Government :. 

Although the Chinese pretend to despise the ways of Western 
nations, they have always acknowledged our superiority in the 
science of shipbuilding. But the Chinese are apt pupils; and, 
having had the advice and assistance of Europeans for a period 
extending over many years, have recently taken to Imilding 
ships after the foreign model for themselves. Their latest effort 
in this direction is a revenue cruiser, the Yup Choong. This 
vessel, which was designed, laid down, and entirely Baite by 
Chinese at Canton, has just’ been engined by Inglis and Co, of 
the Victoria Foundry, at this port. The Pup Choong has been 
fitted with a pair of compound surface-condensing engines of 60- 
horse-power nominal and 240 indicated ; the diameter of the 
high pressure cylinder is 20 in. and that of the low pressure 33 in., 
stroke 26in. ‘The fires are ranged athwartships, and the stoke- 
hole ia apecially designed with a view to economise space. The 
vessel went a trial trip round the island on the 1st October, and, 
although the machinery had only been moved round at moorings 
previous to this, the trial was snch a success.as to exceed the moat 
sanguine expectations, not the slightest hitch occurring in any 
shape from start to finish. ‘The trial would not admit of testing 
the vessel's true speed, as she was so light that there was at least 
a thirty per cent. slip of the propeller, but with 110 revolutions 
(which was the average) a speed of nine knots was obtained, a 
result which would fully justify the expectation of 10} knots or 
more when the vessel is down on her water line. The engines, 
which were eutirely designed and constructed by Messra. Invlia, 
are probably the largest of their kind ever made in the East, 
and reflect much credit on that firm ; and the trial was so emi- 
nently satisfactory that the Chinese authorities will take over the 
vessel at once. 

From the above-named pense we quote the following :—The 
annual general meeting of the Hong Kong Yacht Club took place 
on the 9th Oct., at the Hong Kong Club-Honse. Present : Messrs, 
W. H. Forbes, Commodore (in the chair), A. Mac'?. Heaton, 
C.F, Nunn, W. Legge, A. P. McEwen, L. L. Bush, W. H. Kay, 
J. K. Morrison, and &. Beart, Hon. Secretary and Treasurer. 
The accounts were passed, and the officers of the club were 
tnaolmooely, re-elected. These are Messrs. W. H. Forbes (Com- 
modore), Mr. J. McLeod (Vice Commodore), A. MacG. Heaton, 
C. F. Nunn, and E. Beart (Hon. Secretary and Treasurer), 
‘The opening cruise was fixedefor next Saturday fortnight, the 
27th instant, when it is hoped that all the yachts will be able to 
put in an appearance at the place of rendezvous. Some conver- 
sation took place with reference to the existing scale of time al- 
lowance in the club matches, and it was ultimately resolved to 
leave the question in the hands of the committee. A proposed 
addition to the more valuable prizes was then discussed, and it 
was resolved that a certain sum should be set aside each season 
towards making up another Challenge Cup to be raced for by 
yachts belonging to the club. With a vote of thanks to the 
Chairman the meeting closed. 

We learn that it is a fact that Captain Brown, of the Macao 
steamer Yotsai, was fined by the Macao aathorities for posting 
bills contrary to the regulation, which requires that a ten cent 
stamp shall be attached to each. The case was concluded on 
the lst October, and the fine was to have been paid before the 
vessel left, which, however, was not done. Seventeen poaters 
were put up, and the fine was $6 on each poster, amounting in 
the aggregate to $102. On the vessel's arrival at’ Macao on the 
and October, and whilst Captain Brown was on his way to the 
Post-office with the French mails, he was arrested for not having 
paid his fine, and he and the mails marched off to jail. Upon 
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remonstrating with the police, he was escorted to the Post-office 
and the mails delivered.

The Acting Collector of Stamp Revenue states that the total 
revenue collected during the past month was $10,001.42. The 
amount collected this year up to the 30th ultimo was $88,246.88, 
as compared with $78,045.51 collected in the corresponding 
nine months of 1876, showing a net increase of revenue to the 
amount of $10,201.37. 

Mr. Herbert Cope, who left by the French mail of 29th for 
Singapore to opeu a branch of the Hong Kong and Shanghai 
Bank at that port, will be greatly missed as a leading amateur 
in our musical associations, and as one of the most hearty 
supporters of the useful local institution known as the Tempe- 
rance-hall, 

Capt. Cary, of the steamer Kinshan, of the Hong Kong, Canton 
and Macao Steamboat Company, was summoned to the Police- 
court by Tuspector Grimes for having carried more passengers 
in her trip from Canton to Hong Kong, on the 24th Oct., than 
she was legally entitled to do. After hearing the evidence the 
magistrate said that he had no discretion to mitigate the penal- 
ties under the ordinance, aud iuflicted fines aggregating over 
$4,000, 

‘The price of salt has probably reached its highest, a dollar 
being enough to buy only about 120 catties, aud it is said the 

rice is even much higher in Macao, where a dollar is the equiva- 
Font of bout eighty catties. ‘This is owing to the unusually 
stringent measures being adopted by the Salt Commissioner to 
enforce the laws of taxing salt, and we are told that recently a 
new office has been opened at Cap-sui-moon, where salt is taxed. 
Several speculators have attempted to import salt from Aunam, 
where it can be purchased at the rate of about 1,000 catties for a 
dollar, but considering the great outlay which conveyance in 
foreign bottoms entails, the operation has not been successful. 
‘The Customs blockade is beginning now to tell on even articles 
of necessity. 

A correspondent, who has evidently been studying eanitary 
science, suggests that people in Hong Kong have no idea how 
much infection might be cunveyed in the older and dirtier of the 
$1 notes now in circulation. It is just possible that many of our 
readers are perfectly prepared to take the risk of infection in 
return for a large bundle of those handy notes; but the sugges 
tion to replace some of the more dilapidated specimens with new 
paper is one which may be worth the consideration of the manager 
of the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank. Dr. Ayres, the Colonial 
Surgeon, might also be called upon for an opinion.

There have been three meetings of Council, on the 2nd, 9th, 
and 16th October, and steady progress has been made with 
business, with the utmost harmony between officials and non- 
officials, On the 2ud Mr. MacArthur was promised information 
regarding the constitution and proceedings of the native Courts 
of justice in Perak aud other native States. The Perak Pri- 
soners Bill was read a third tinie and passed, Mr. Adamson put- 
ting in a plea for merciful consideration in the course of 
time, and Mr. Bond objecting to the case of the prisoners 
being compared to that of ex-Sultan Abdullah, Proj 
was made with the Singapore Water-rate Bill; the Supply 
Bill 1878 was read _a second time, and an Excise Amendment 
Bill a first time. On the 9th Mr. Bond moved for and was pro- 
mised returns of debtors committed to prison since Ordinance 
twenty-two of 1870 came into operation, and also similar returns 
for the previous period between 1867 and 1870, with the object 
of ascertaining whether the ordiuance has been beneficial or not. 
The Acting Chief Justice, Mr. Ford, asked when the new 
Judicature Ordinance would be introduced, when the Attoruey- 
General replied that it was in the printer's hands. Progress was 
made with the Singapore Water Bill; and the Steam Boilers 
Amendment, Final Supply 1876, aud ‘Excise Amendment Bills 
were read a second time. ‘The proceedings at the meeting of the 
16th have not yet been published. 

Some interesting correspondence with regard to the succession 
to Moar State has been going on between Tuanku Allum, the 
Tumongong, and other Chiefs of Moar, and his Excellency the 
Administrator. The local Government, it is to be noted, have 
not yet uttered a word iu regard to this small affair, and may 
have a defence, but, so far as the public can judge, they have, of 
course with the best intentions, blundered or are blundering into 
positive dishonesty, and encouraging the Maharajah of Johore 
to unjustifiable aggression on the unquestionable rights of a poor 
and helpless man. It is startling to find British officials sanc- 
tioning such iniquity under such shallow aud false pretences as 
the good of the country and the wishes of the people. 

As there is no news from the Peninsula, it isto be presumed 
that all is now quiet throughout the Native States, On 
the 3rd October a rather alarming report reached this of a 
Chinese riot in Malace1, and the Colonial Secretary with Mr. 
Pickering deemed it prudent to proceed there. It turned out, 
however, to be an affair of teu minutes, and of no importance 
whatever. 

A somewhat novel appointment appeared in the Government 
Gazette of the 5th Oct., viz., that of the Elon, H. A. K. Wham- 
poa, C.M.G., and M.L.C. as Chinese Consul, The reason or 
object. of this appointment has not transpired, but it is aurmised 
to have something to do with the working of the Chinese Inmi- 
gran's Ordinance, which was brought into operation in an emas- 
culated form on the 24th September last, the main clauses bein, 
suspended. All that is done for the present is to forbid the land- 
ing or transhipment of immigrauts at any place but the three 
ports without the permission of the Governor, and to insist that 
every immigrant vessel be boarded on arrival by the Protector 
of Chinese or one of his assistants. 

The adulteration of produce, more especially gambier and 
black Pepper has now reached such 5 pice as to be almost 
intolerable. ' A general meeting was held under the auspices of 
the Chamber of Commerce on the 1]th Oct, to consider the 
matter, and_a committee was appointed to devise remedial 
measures, The only effectual remedy would be for the Euro- 
peun merchants to combine together to put it down. And 
that is exactly the remedy which will not or cannot be adopted. 
The correctness of the import and export returus has also 
occupied the attention of the Chamber, and several attempts 
have been made at amendment, but to little par] As with 
the adulteration of produce, the remedy lies maiuly in the hands 
of merchants themselves, 

We have to record an act of Vandalism by the Singapore 
Cricket Club, aided and abetted by the Government. They are 
desecrating our beautiful Esplanade, the only place of recreation 
for Burupeane in the place, by the erection of a bungalow, to be 
styled a Pavilion, on the western side’ next the Townhall, for 
the accommodation and refreshment of themselves and friends, 
They have obtained the permission of Government, it appears, 
for this encroachment, and persist in their course in spite of re- 
monstrance and the opinion of the general public ; and as there 
appears to be no one here who caces to take the lead in giving 
practical expression to public opinion, they may succeed for a 
time. 

The approaching departure for Penang of Colonel and Mrs. 
Anson has led to sundry dinners and entertainments in their 
honour, aa they have made themselves personally very popular 
during the six months they have dispensed the hospitalities of 
Government House. On the evening of the llth Oct, the 
Chinese Cominunity gave a grand Chinese Wyang for their 
delectation, and on the 22nd the Tanglin Club will give a ball or 
“at Home.” 

The Raffles’ Library and Museum is fast becoming what it 
should be, an institution for the benefit and recreation of the 
general public, thanks a good deal to the zeal and energy of the 
new Secretary, Dr. Dennys, who is acting, of course. The Com- 
mittee have reduced the subscription to the Library to one uni- 
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form rate of 6 per annuw, which should place it within the 
reach of all capable of deriving Denetit from it,

Congous: A 
good demand has existed for these Teas, and full prices have been 
paid, an advance on previous quotations of nearly two taels having been 
established. Shipments to some extent have been made from Macao. 
Scented Teas: A moderate inquiry has existed for Capers, but the 
demand has not been general. amon and medium kinds have ruled 
slightly in favour of buyers, but fine and finest Teas are rather dearer. 
Shortly after our last report was published Pekoea came to hand in 
some quantity, and purchases have been made freely at gradually 
advancing rates for long-leaf’ kinds, cl-sing quotations showing an 
advance of Tle. 1 to 14 for medium, and Tis. 2 for fine aud finest 
grades ; shurt-leaf Teas have been taken at Tis. 134 to 16, and long- 
leaf kinds at Tls. 21 to 30; the former class shows rather better value 
than previously. The following is a summary of the business since 
Sept. 20 :—Congou, 12,000 boxes at Tis. 17 to 28 per picul ; Scented 
Caper, 18,100 boxes at Tis. 12} to 27 ; Sceuted Orange Pekve, 16,300 
boxes at I'le, 13} to 39.

The market at the close was very dull at a further marked decline in 
rates, Chui Chow being quoted, white, $6.50 to 7.30 ; brown, $3.50 to 
4.103 Sheklong, white, $7.00 to 7.40 ; brown, $4.00 to 4.20; and other 
kinds, $3.10 to 8.30 per picul. At Swatow the market was dull and 
depressed. Camphor : No settlements reported, and quotations un- 
altered. Gamboge continued scarce, and holdera asked $53.00 per 
picul, Vermillion offered at $35.00 per picul. 

CanTow.—Cussia : Buyers still holding off, and business had only been 
transacted to a comparatively smallextent.

Maxtta.—Mesars. Smith, Bell, and Co.'s Circular says :—There has 
‘been somewhat more animation in the market, and rates of freight and 
exchange have slightly advanced, Sugar: In dry descriptions we have 
to note sales of close upon 20,000 piculs, extra at $5.25 per picul, and 
dealers, having satisfied their present wants, do not care to sell further 
at this price. Superior could be suld to a moderate extent at $4.50 
per picul, but as that would leave a loes to dealers of about $1 per 
picul they are holding back on the chance of doing better later on, or 
at all eventa of being able to replace their stocks, which are large and 
costly, on more favourable terms, Unclayed : Abvut 8,000 piculs have 
come forward from Taal during the fortuight, about half of which has 
been sold at $3.18% to 8.25 per picul, and the balunce is held for higher 
prices, At Ilo Ilo and Cebu prices remain much about the same, 
Hemp has fallen to $.550 per picul (.€21 11e, 2d.), and there are now 
no buyers at that. Quilut has been suld at from $6.312 to 6.75 per 
picul (£25 4s. to £26 14s.

Mr. Kappeyne Van de Coppello has 
prepared a Bill to increase the nutber of our representatives by six, 
Tu a short time he will lay before the members a Reform Bill, which, it 
is said, will not be of a Radical character. Amongst the new candi- 
dates for the vacant seats in the Second Chamber are Mr. A. Kerdyk 
and Mr, A. van Assen. The last-named was formerly editor of « 
Batavia newspaper. The Second Chamber is couvoked for the 19th 
inst. The Ministers seem thus to be quite ready with their Bils. 

‘The last mail from Batavia brought us very painful news, ‘The fact 
that some important houses of trade stopped paytmont was, of cours 
most deplorable, but the circumstances agsravated it enormously, The 
elucidations which are published by the Batavia papers are very 
meagre, but in our private circles more seems to be known. The mea- 
sure adopted by the Java Bank of publishing at once a statement to 
show the damages and losses which this institution underwent, mide 
}@ very good impression. ‘The quotations of the shares collapsed of 

course ; they were sold yesterday at 180 per cent.—they lust ergo 
115 percent. Some fears also prevait that the Netherland-India 
‘Trading Bank will be involved in these failures, The prices of the 
shares were, however, well maintained. ‘The closing quotations is 1253. 
‘There are, of course, some fears entertained that these failures are only 
the beginning of the end, and that the Java trade 1s very rotten, The 
Conservative papers will of course ascribe this tu the change of Govern- 
ments-system, and they will plead the necessity to introduce again the 
s¥stem of aduration of the Golden Calf by squeezing the natives, 

Dr. J. W. Gunning received some time agy from the Japanese Go- 
vernment a most valuable cullectiun of Japanese coins, in return for 
services which he had rendered to that Government. ‘The larued 
doctor has presented this little treasure to the public, and it is now on 
exhibition by the Artis Society, as an addition to the very valuable 
collection of Japan curiosities which it already possesses. 

Up to this moment no light has been thrown upon Uwe mysterious 
casvs of death which occurred in this town, viz, that of Mr. de Geer 
Baers—a_pensioned captain of the East Indin Army—and that of Mr, 
Kets, a sub-director of the Telegraph Department. The first one was 
said to be poisoned by his wife, who lived apart from him; she | 
been arrested, but no evidence has transpired.

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THIS MAIL'S NEWS. 

A strong illustration of the urgent necessity for some 
steps being taken with regard to dredging the River 
‘Wangpu is contained in the papers brought by the present 
mail, and should have its effect in supporting the repre- 
sentations which are being made by the Shanghai Chamber 
of Commerce on the subject. The British steamer Tuilsing 
was detained no less than nine days outside Woosung, in 
consequence of insufficiency of water on the Bar. The loss 
to the owners, and the inconvenience to trade generally by 
such an occurrence, should assuredly be sufficient to cause 
some action to be taken in the matter by the Chinese au- 
thorities, who receive such handsome tonnage dues from 
foreign shipping. At Shanghai much satisfaction is felt 
that the long-talked-of Steam Washing Company is at last 
likely to become 4 fait accompli, the whole of the necessary 
capital having been subscribed. A decree of divorce has 
been given in the United States Consular Court. As time 

oes on the prospects of the poor people in the North of 
Chins for the coming winter were becoming more and 
more serious, and grave distress was anticipated, to remedy 
which nothing had been done by the Chinese authorities. 
No less than thirteen out of the eighteen provinces of China 
were said to be afflicted either with drought, floods, or lo- 
custs. The officials were still actively engaged in obtaining 
orpetioes which appear to be a favourite weapon of war 
with them; a trial of a new one from America was expected 
to come off shortly at Tientsin, and it was asserted that the 
Viceroy had contracted for fifty at $15,000 each. The 
memorial and recommendations of his Excellency Kwoh 
Sung-tao, the Chinese Minister to London, on opium 
smoking, have received a great deal of discussion among 
the Chinese, who are of opinion that though it would be a 
good thing to abolish the habit, it will be simply impossible 
todo so. A great deal of disappointment is again expressed 
regarding Chefoo, which seems likely to lose its popularity 
as a watering place. The cholera among the natives there 
had almost entirely disappeared, and the news from the 
other ports was to the effect that the cases were rapidly 
decreasing. 

At Hong Kong a very strong application of the Passenger 
Ordinance has been made, the master of the Kinshan having 
been fined over $4,000 for carrying an excess of passengers, 
but it was expected this sum would be reduced by the Exe- 
cutive. Mr. H. Cope, of the Hong Kong and Shanghai 
Banking Corporation, had left Hong Kong to establish a 
branch at Singapore. Duncan, the late Secretary of the 
Hong Kong and Whampoa Dock, has been released from 
prison, the jail surgeon having certitied that his life would 

e endangered by further incarceration. A new gunboat 
for me Chinese Government has undergone a satisfactory 
trial. 

From Singapore we learn that the Legislative Council 
has passed the measure known as the “ Perak Prisoners 
Bill.” The question of the succession to the Government 
of Moar still remains unsettled. A meeting of the Chamber 
of Co:umerce has been held to devise some means for check- 
ing the adulteration of produce. The Hong Kong and 
Shanghai Bank has opened a branch at Singapore. The 
principality of Sarawak has been suffering greatly from 

rolonged drought. Several of the native chiefs in Atchin 

ve tendered their submission to the Dutch authorities, 





THE CHAMBERS OF COMMERCE AND THE 
CHEFOO CONVENTION. 

WE are informed that, upon the basis of the representa- 
tions from the Shanghai Chamber of Commerce, to which 
we have already called attention, several of the leadin; 
Chambers, including those of Manchester, Bradford, an 
Edinburgh, intend taking steps to express their views with 
reference to the Chefoo Convention. The opinions enter- 
tained by the representatives of the commercial interests 
concerned concur, for the most part, in recognising the 
injury to the trade in our manufactured goods certain to 
result from the arrangement with reference to the Lekin 
tax which has been proposed by Sir THomas WADE. 
While the agreement that this impost shall not be raised 
on imports within the limits of the foreign settlements 
seems at first sight in favour of foreign merchants, it is in 
reality seriously against their interests, as it impliedly re- 
cognises the right to levy lekin without restriction upon 
such goods the moment they have passed the limits of the 
small foreign settlements, or, say, within half a mile of the 
place where they are landed. Thus the sanction of a 
treaty stipulation is given by a kind of side wind to the 
levy of a tax of a most harassing and irregular character, 
which it has always been considered illegal to lay on 
foreign goods, while the simple provisions of the 28th 
Article of the existing Treaty (of Tientsin), to the effect 
that the payment of a half the tariff duty as commutation 
of “all further inland charges whatsvever” is sufficient, if 
the Chinese be made to adhere to it, and there is certainly 
no valid reason why they should not be called upon to carry 
out this article in its true spirit. With regard to opium, 
there is little to be said so far as the lckin duties are con- 
cerned, as the Chinese Government is already at full 
liberty to collect any inland duties they see fit upon 
that article. We are not aware how far the Chambers of 
Commerce here may be disposed to express their opinion 
with reference to the settlement of the Yunnan out- 
rage, but should they do so there can scarcely be any 
doubt that the conclusion must be unanimous that that 
settlement has been of a most unsatisfactory character, 
seeing that the criminals concerned—and_ especially TSEN- 
Yu-YAng, the acting Governor of the Province, one and 
all escaped punishment. 


THE KOREA. 

A VARIETY of statements, having probably some little 
foundation, but evidently founded in part upon misappre- 
hensions of the true bearing of the matter, have, as we have 
recently noticed, appeared in the public prints with refer- 
ence to our establishing commercial relations with the 
Korea. According to one account, Sir HARRY PARKES was 
endeavouring to obtain trading concessions with that 
country from the Japanese Government, but this would 
certainly seem to be erroneous, as it must clearly rest with 
the Korea and not with Japan, whether she will accord 
trading rights to other foreign nations, even if there be any 
understanding with Japan which might appear to stand in 
the way. The exact foundation—if any—for this par- 
ticular view of the subject has yet to be discovered; but 
it would seem probable that the matter is not being over- 
looked by Sir Harry Parkes, and we trust he will direct 
his efforts to the opening up of the Korea to British trade, 
for which, from all accounts, the country is likely to offer a 
valuable field. It seems very anomalous that Japan should 
have exclusive privileges in this respect ; and it can hardly 
be imagined that the Korean Government will retuse to 

rant similar advantages to other nations, if the subject be 
Brought before them in a judicious and at the same time 
firm manner. They have had an opportunity of realising 
the advantages of trade with foreign countries in 4 man- 
ner which is certainly likely to impress them—namely, in 
connection with the relief afforded during the recent 
famine by the Japanese rice ships; and th-re seems no 
doubt that the prejudices which formerly existed against 
opening the country to foreigners are becoming diminished. 
Under the circumstances, we trust that due efforts will be 
made towards this end. Our interests are in able hands 
with Sir HARRY PARKES, and there can be little doubt of 
his success should he be supported by the Home Govern- 
ment

THE ATCHIN WAR. 

TuE latest news from Sumatra would seem to indicate 
that the resources and resistance of the Atchinese are 
giving way, and that the long-expected, long-deferred ter- 
mination of the struggle is at hand. It is hardly worth 
while to spend time in discussing proceedings which how- 
ever regrettable cannot now be undone ; nevertheless, we 
cannot help saying that the whole course of events, from 
the first outbreak of this war to the present moment, con- 
firms us in the view which we have always held about it. 
Our then Government ought never to have damaged its 
credit among the native races by allowing a binding treaty, 
solemnly ratified, which secured the independence of the 
Sultan of ATCHIN, to be torn up without any reference to 
that potentate, and without any fault on his part; the 
outbreak at Perak might never have occurred but for the 
distrust thus excited amongst the native chiefs on the main- 
land. More immediately disastrous than this act of short- 
sighted impolicy has been the mode in which the Dutch 
have conducted their operations. When the subjugation 
of a feeble semi-civilised people has once been decided on, 
mercy and humanity—not to speak of expediency—demand 
that the business shall be carried out with such strength, 
vigour, and promptitude as to stop needless and protracted 
bloodshed, bringing back peace again at the earliest pos- 
sible date. The Dutch system has been exactly the re- 
verse ; they have wasted their own resources, and crippled 
their own Colonial revenues tor years to come, by con- 
suming something like five years in lingering military ope- 
rations ; even yet they are not at the end of the business ; 
those animosities which are most mischievous to peaceful 
happy industry and progress might already to some extent 
have passed away, whereas, after five campaigns of careful 
culture and nourishment they have taken deep root, and 
rankling in men’s minds will prove a source of constant 
danger for a very long period of time. 

For the above reasons we have always condemned the 
method employed by the Netherlands Government, urging 
that if they wish to develop the resources of Sumatra, to 
attract capital to its agriculture, and to induce Chinese 
immigrants to settle among the pepper plantations and 
tobacco fields, they should bring hostilities with a powerful 
arm to a summary close, and thus show that life and pro- 
perty are safe, peace secure, and that the Dutch flag is 
Teally able to guarantee protection and justice to all who 
may come to the country to trade. It was only a few 
months ago that a loud outcry was raised by the Dutch 
public denouncing the annexation of the Transvaal, and 
infamous caricatures were printed in Holland, accusing 
this country of greed, rapacity, taithlessness, and cruelty. 
It was hardly for the Dutch to have brought snch accusa- 
tions against us ; wehave never treated the people of the 
Transvaal as the Dutch have dealt with the Atchinese. 
According to the latest intelligence, every state in Atchin 
of any importance on the North, West, and East Coasts 
has now acknowledged the Dutch supremacy ; one chief, 
indeed, has broken the terms under which he originally 
submitted ; but he is seemingly a Raja of minor importance, 
and having been again blockaded is not expected to hold 
out long. Under these circumstances the land and naval 
forces are likely soon to bo withdrawn, sufficient garrisons 
being left behind at the principal stations. We, of course, 
are not informed what the conditions are which are 
imposed on the subjugated Potentates ; this is just one of 
those points on which our Government might with advan- 
tage inform itself; and though it has never seen its way 
to interfere during the actual progress of hostilitics, yet 
considering that all the misery of the unfortunate chiefs 
might have been avoided had we not, purely to serve our 
own purposes, sct aside tho treaty which secured them in 
their independence, our Ministers have a fair ground for 
inquiring into the terms and stipulations on which peace 
is being re-established. Everything which may press 
unfairly on the Atchinese is likely to cause future dis- 
turbance, whereas English interests demand above all the 
insurance of a permanent peace. The free passage of the 
Straits of Malacca and the orderly government of the 
countries on both sides of it are really of consequence to us, 
and it is of consequence to us also that our trade with 
Sumatra shall be unhindered by needless artificial restric- 
tions, unimpaired by any strained relations between the 
Dutch authorities and the local chief If the good offices 


of the British nation in the way of mediation can still be 
_ erected with advantage to our own interests and advantage 
jto the Atchincse—and on this point Lord Carnarvon 
| ought to be able to judye—those good offices should with- 
out hesitation be employe: 

We know that there is a reluctance on the part of our 
Government to interfere in the affiirs of another, especially 
in what relates to a remote quarter of the globe; but— 
setting aside the immediate trade interest which we have 
in the proper settlement of the Atchin question—it must 
be remembered that the Atchinese have claims upon us 
as allies who deserted them, and that the Dutch are bound 
to give weight to our fair cepresentations, seeing that their 
own independence asa nation rests on our protecting 
guarantee. We have undertaken very serious obligations 
on behalf of the Datch, and have a right in return to claim. 
from them special attention to our suggestions, and special 
regard for our interests. If the Dutch Royal Family should 
become extinct, which is a far from impr: bable contingency, 
the people of Holland know and fear that there is a risk, 
in such an event, of their own absorption by Germany. We 
have indeed guaranteed them against forcible annexation 
by any Foreign Power, but, setting aside the possibility of 
our finding ourselves unable to carry out our guarantee, 
we have still to face the chance of an absorption as opposed. 
to an annexation, that is, that when the Dutch Blood Royal 
fuils the people may be induced voluntarily to unite /them- 
selves to Prussia or some other Power. Now it is certainly 
not desirable that the paramount control of one side of the 
Straits of Malacca should pass from Holland to some 
stronger European Power; but as such an event might hap- 
pen, British Statesmanship should exercise its foresight now 
In seeing that the relations and obligations finally estab- 
lished between the Dutch and the chiefs of Atchin are 
equitable, and such as we would wish them to be even if 
the control over Sumatra had been transferred from the 
Netherlands to some stronger hand. 























WE notice with much pleasure that so good a champion 
as Sir EpMunp Hornsy, late Chief Julge of H.M.’s 
Supreme Court for China and Japan, has come forward, in 
the letter to the Spectator which we reproduce elsewhere, 
to vindicate the residents of Hong Kong from the unfair 
aspersions which have been cast upon them in connection 
with the recent discussion as to prison discipline. Sir 
Epmcnp shows clearly that the visiting magistrates, 
mostly merchants resident in Hong Kong, have erred, if 
anything, on the side of leniency, and as regards the 
necessity for inflicting corporal punishment, his opinion 
agrees with tht which we expressed in our last week's 
issue, and which, as we stated, is in accordance with that 
of Sir Joun SMALE, Chief Justice of Hong Kong, and of 
others thoroughly qualified from their long experience to 
judge on the suhject. It is, perhaps, needless to add that 
Sir Epmunp Hornsy, while maintaining the necessity of 
corporal punishment, holds that “it ought not to be ad- 
“ ministered except with due precaution against excessive 
“ severity and danger to life.” 





We understand that Mr. Forrest, Acting Consul at 
Swatow, will succeed Mr. Monean at Tientsin, who comes. 
home on leave. Mr. HILLIER returns to China by this 
mail, and Mr. StronACH leaves early next month, and 
will probably take charge of the Consulate at Pakhoi. Mr. 
Mippueron has definitely resigned his appointment in the 
service. We are glad to hear that Mr. Harvey's health 
| has much improved since his arrival in England. The full 
scheme for the China and Japan Consular Service is, we 
believe, before the Treasury for approval. Pending this, 
the notice for a further batch of Student Interpretors has 
not been issued. 





Tue Pall Mull Gazette publishes a letter, which we re- 
produce in to-day’s issue, purporting to come from Saico’s 

eauquarters. The transmission of the document and its 
publication are both somewhat curious. It has evidently 
heen delayed, and it is somewhat strange that the Editor 
should, in inserting it, have overlooked the fact that 
Satco was overthrown and the rebellion ended by the 
Imperialist victory on Sept. 24. The letter (if authentic) 
is at least interesting, as showing how high the hopes of 
the insurgents were only three weeks before their downfall. 
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Tue Rev. E. Reeves PALMER, M.A., has resigned the 
pastorate of the Congregational Chureh at Theddingworth, 
near Rughy, having accepted the charge of the Union 
Chapel, Shanghai, for which place he will leave by the 
steamer C'yphrenes. By the same vessel the directors of 
the London Missionary Society are sending out the Rev. 
Tuomas TayYLor, B.A., and Mrs. TAYLOR as missionaries 
of the Society. They are destined, with others, to com- 
mence missionary labour in the province of Szchuen. The 
Society are negotiating for a minister for the chapel at 
Hong Kong. 





THE CHINESE ENVOYS. 
Lin Ta Jen, the late Assistant Chinese Minister at the Court 
of St. James, left London on the morning of the 13th instant 
for Berlin, to which Court he has been accredited as Envoy 





Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary. His suite co 
sisted of Li Shu-Chang, Secretary of Legation at this Court, 
but temporarily detached until the arrival of Liu Ta Jen’s staff 
from China; Liu Fu yi, Second Secretary; Chang Szn 
Heiin, and Mr. A. O. Brown, Attaché, of the Chinese Customs 
Service. 

The reception of Kuo Ta Jen at the Lord Mayor's Banquet 
on the 9th instant was exceedingly cordial, the guests, 900 
in number, cheering him, as the saying is, to the echo. He went 
out through the dav, and from a window on the first floor of 
a house at Temple Bar saw the procession as it passed through 
that interesting old relic, where, hundreds of years ayo, the heads 
of evil-doers used to be exposed as they are at this day at the 
gates of the cities in Chiva. If ever he entertained the notion 
that our absence of show and contempt for ceremonial was a 
proof of our barbarism he must have felt somewhat astonished 
when told that the gorgeous pageant. which was passing under 
his eyes had been yearly celebrated in much the same manner 
for nearly a thousand years, He would see that the processions 
and the flowing robes of the Chinese were indications of a con- 
dition of society not to which we were approaching, but which 
we had long ago passed through, preserving only the last vestige 
of it in the Lord Mayor’s Show. His Excellency must have seen 
that, plain people as we are, even a thousand years ago we could 
have taught them a lesson in things in which his countrymen 
are apt to consider us deficient. 








THE JAPAN REBELLION. 

The following is the letter addressed to the Pall Mall Gazette, 
to which we allude elsewhere :— 

Satsuma, Japan, Headquarters Southern Army, 
Kagoshima, Sept. 2, 1877. 

Sir,—By order of his Excellency Marshal Saigo, Commander- 
in-Chief of the Japanese Army of the South, we forward you 
this despatch for general information. On the morning of ‘the 
1st inst. our troops, under the command of Lieutenant-General 
Kirino, were ordered to attack the Imperial troops at Kago- 
shima. | Our brave soldiers fought nobly, and, although opposed 
to double their number, in ten hoars we compelled, with 
bayonet and broadsword, the so-called Imperialists to run and 
evacuate our capital, leaving thousands of their dead and 
wounded behind them, including two general officers. Vast 
quantities of stores, guns, ammunition, &e., have fallen into our 
hands ; also treasure to the amount of yen 700,000. This im- 
portant and great victory won by our brave soldiers and noble 
people will teach our insolent and despotic self-made Ministers 
alesson. They thought proper to treat our people as slaves, 
and gave themselves up to all sorts of debauchery, and were 
content to sit idly watching our peaple’s distress, making laws 
and issuing proclamations one day and countermanding the 
next—all in the name of our beloved Sovereign, the Mikado, 
who all know is a prisoner or puppet in their hands, We are 
now fighting for our liberty, fighting for our homes, fighting 
for the personal liberty of our Sovereign ; and we are deter- 
mined to obtain the right to petition his Majesty, the Mikado, 
who is descended from the gods, to remove the wicked coun- 
cillors who surround him, and who have crept into place and 
power to gratify their own selfish and ambitious ends. It is 
these men who are accountable for this civil war, and now they 
are sending their foreign drilled hirelings to burn our quiet 
homesteads, assassinate our leaders, and betray our country,

SIR EDMUND HORNBY ON THE RESIDENTS IN 


HONG KONG. 
(To the Editor of the Spectator.) 

Sit,—In a paragraph in the Spectator of last week you draw attention 
to the action of ir. Pope Hennessy with reference to the Hong Kony 
jail, in which you allow an inference to be drawn by the British publi 
that the foreign residents of Hong Kong look with favour on a syste! 
of prison discipline which is cruel and unnecessary towards Chinese 
prisoners. I ani not going to pronounce any opinion on the course pur- 
sued by the Governor, because Ido not know sufficiently the facts on 








which he has been, or is acting; but I think you are a little hard upon 
the colonists. During the twelve years I acted as Her Majesty's Chief 
Judge for China and Japan I had frequent opportunities, and indeed 
made it my business, to inquire into the manageinent and discipline of 
the colonial jail, as until the completion of the jail in Shanghai the 
prisoners sentenced on the mainland by British authority had to be 
sent to Hong Kong, there to undergo their several terms of imprison- 
ment. It became therefore my duty to luok into the discipline of the 
place in which they were confined, end I did so, always once a year, 
and frequently more often. 

While the jail was under the charge of the late Mr. Douglis I had 
only one complaint to make, and that in the direction of over-leniency 5 
in this way I thought he erred, in common with the visiting magis- 
trates, residents in the island, most of them being merchants. Itetruck 
me that, as regards the Chinese prisoners, their confinement was made 
rather tov comfortable, aud that the prison was likely to become a place 
of rather too favourite resort; in other words, the prisoners were so 
well treated that their confinement almost ceased to be a punishment. 
Your table of figures might seem conclusive to any one who did not 
know the character of the criminal population of Hong Kong. The 
lower cliss of Chinese who inbabit the colony, and who flee to it from 
the mainland, are amongst the most dangerous, persistent, and insubordi- 
nate of any criminals 1 know of, and the amount of crime comimitted by 
them in Hong Kongis astounding, bearing no comparison with that oom- 
mitted in any other part of the world; while the difficulty of detection 
and brinzing offenders to justice is almost beyond belief, as the more 
respectable Chinese dare not give evidence, in consequence of the terror 
exercised over them by the gangs of ruffians living in their midet. 
Perhaps you will be astonished to hear that it is unsafe for a European 
to take a walk across the island alone even in broad daylight, and that 
robberies, accompanied with terrible and cruel violeuce, are of common 
occurrence in the streets, The offences against prison discipline of 
which the perpetrators of these crimes are guilty during their confine- 
ment are such as, in my humble judgment, can only be punished or 
checked Ly severe corporal punishuient ; and although it ought not to 
be administered except with due precaution against excessive severity 
and danger to life, 1 am certain that it will be impossible to maintain 
the necessary amount of discipline without it. As to expecting that 
Chinese turnkeys will, in the face of the consequences that may ensue 
to them, do their duty, I simply do not expect anything of the kind ; 
but of this I am certain, that so far as the foreign residents of Hon, 
Kong are concerned, it is no fecling of inhumanity, or careless disregs 
of how Chinese criminals are treated which induces them to forward 
complaints to London on the subject of the changes introduced by their 
new Governor. 

It requires a very stiff upper lip and the excercise of most unpleasant 
firmness to maintain proper discipline amongst the ruffians who by 
accident, rather than by the hand of justice, find their way into Hong 
Kong Jail. I trust, Sir, Iam as humave as most mop, but an 
‘experience of twenty years has convinced me that in countries where 
no rational system of education exists, and where the object of native 
society seems, from fear or other motive, to be to screen criminals, 
rather than aid in bringing them to justice, sentimental notions as to 
corporal punishment, or the particular place where it should be inflicted, 
are altogether out of place.—I am, Sir, &c.,  _Epauxp Horxsy,

The Crown Agents for the Colonies received tenders Thursday 
for £100,000 Four-and-a-Half per Cent. Debentures of the Go- 
vernment of the Straits Settlements. The applications amounted 
in the aggregate to £291,600. The minimum was fixed at 98, 
‘Tenders at and above £99 3s. will receive in full,and at £99 0s. 6d. 
will participate. The average price realised on the whole was 
£99 6s. 3d. 

At the meeting of the Eastern Extension Australasianand China 
Telegraph Company Thursday, the chairman, Mr. Pender, M.P., in 
moving the adoption of the report, stated that the interruption of 
the cable with Port Darwin had caused so much excitement in the 
colonies that it was now hoped negotiations for duplicating the 
line to Australia at the cost of the Colonial Government would 
be completed. One of the Company’s members would probably 
proceed to Australia to bring matters to a conclusion. It was 
in the present day most important that all telegraph lives should 
be duplicated, so that they might be entirely relied upon, 

The dividend to be recommended by the directors of the 
P. and 0. Company at the annual meeting on the 4th proximo 
will be 24 per ceut. for the half-year ended 30th September last, 
making, with the interim dividend paid in June, 43 per cent. for 
the year. The total payment tor the year 1876 was 3 er cent. 

The failure is announced of Messrs. Borradaile, Sel iter and 
Co, Calcutta, with liabilities from £150,000 to £200,000. The 
drafts on London in the hands of the banks are all covered by 
shipping documents. Shipowners are large creditors on charter 
engagements, 

We regret to learn that the arrangements which it was for 
some time past hoped could be made with a view to carcyin; 
on Messrs. White Brothers’ business have fallen through, an 
that the suspension of the firm isnow announced. The transac- 
tions of the house have been mainly in connection with Silk. 

During the week the Tea market has been quieter, a reaction 
having apparently set in from the large transactions induced by 
the extraordinarily low prices last week, the importers having at 
last made a stand against any further decline. The telegrams 
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from China still reiterate the belief in a considerable falling off 
in the export, and there seems to be some tangible ground for 
this conclusion, as the arrivals at the shipping ports are actually 
15,000,000 Ibs. less than at last season to date. But for the 
eagerness of a few firms in China, a total cessation of shipments 
would most certainly have set in, as the disastrous position of 
this market has apparently been tardily realised on that side. 
So great is the rivalry at Foochow that one firm has actually had 
three agents at work, each eagerly competing for the Teas as 
they arrive from the interior, which latterly consisted only of 
common kinds. ‘The prospects for good to fine Teas say over Is. 4d. 
to next July are even brighter than we have already noted—as 
consumption continues largely on these grades—which are not so 
much interfered with by the supplies from India, which latter 
are admittedly inferior to those of previous seasons. Some large 
parcels of conn teas lately imported from Canton and Macao 
are of exceptionally inferior quality, and prices have been beaten 
down to 7d. for common Caper. 

During the week there has been a moderate business in Silk, 
but at rather lower prices. It is, however, difficult to give any 
definite report, as the tone has been various, and transactions 
fitful and undecided. This state of matters chiefly results from 
the increased wucertainty with regard to political atlairs in 
France. 

The Piece Goods trale continues in a most unsatisfactory atate, 
chietly on account of the over-shipments to the East, aggravated 
by the continuously low range of exchange ; and manufacturers 
are willing to make large coutracts at some concession. Woollen 
shipments, however, having been more moderate, have given 
better results of late. The common brands of iron (chiefly 
Belgian make) are atill ata very low ebb in China, though su- 
perlor quality appears to be in better demand. Lead x0 been 
In exceasive shipment, with the same unsatisfactory results. 

In the Produce Markets there has been no new feature exhi- 
dited, business continuing on a amall scale and with an utter 
absence of animation. Ceylon Cotfee has been in very limited 
demand, and all qualities except fine coloury are lower. Pepper, 
Sugar and Rice continue very dull. Gawbier, Tapioca and Tin 
have declined. Pearl Tapioca and Sago are firm at a slight ad- 
vance in value. Other articles show no alteration, 

A commercial case of exceptional interest to people con- 
nected with the Manchester trade, namely, that of William- 
son v. Barbour, is now being heard before the Master of 
the Rolls, The amount involved is very e, and the re- 
cognised “custom of trade” in Manchester is involved in the 
issue. There is at all events suflicient reason to consider the 
case an open one, and sume of the best Manchester houses 
appear to have been rendered somewhat uneasy as to the issue 
—if we may judge by the modifications which several of 
them have made in their mode of quoting for goods since this 
dispute begin to be spoken of, now several years ago. It appears 
that the defendants bad conducted their business upon the ap- 
proved Manchester system, which, as is perfectly well-known, is 

sed upon a neucleus of commission extensively eked out by 
what is euphemistically called in the northern dialect “ pick- 
ings.” These consist of discounts obtained, but not allowed 
to the buyer, surcharges for packing, variations in price of goods, 
and a variety of other time-honoured perquisites, which of them- 
selves amount to a handsome remuneration. But it would seem 
from the evidence in the case that the custom has been to charge 
constituents a commission in addition to these other sums, 
which, it is claimed, taints the other profits with illegitimacy. 
The case derives much of its practical importance from the fact 
that the plaintiffs claim to reopen all the accounts of shipments 
between them and the defendants, extending over the last twenty- 
five years.

steadily parting with their capital, so much so, indeed, that in 
many cases the process of exhaustion has been completed, while 
the Manchester merchant has been, as a rule, growing rich and 
prosperous.

Sunken Danger.—Mr. Williams, muster of 
the steamn ship Chefoo, reports having found a rock, in mid-channel 
at the entrance to Pih-quan harbour, on which at three-quarters flood 

avy tea broke. From thie danger the islet at the south end of 
Chin-quan island bore W. by N.; and Ping-fong rock (west side of 
Ping-fong island) bore N. by E. Vessels entering or leaving Pib-quan. 
harbour should guard agtinst_this reported sunken danger. Anchor- 
age.—Pih-quan harbour is well protected from sea and wind during 
the N.E. monsoon ; H.M.8. Growler, in October 1874, when making 
the inshore passage from Amoy to Shanghai, obtained shelter with the 
west extreme of Ping-fong isiand bearing 2S, and the south-east 
extreme of Chiu-quan islund bearing S.W. 3 W., in three fathoms at 
low water, muddy bottom, and good holding ground. The tidal streams 
are very strong in Pib-quan harbour.—Hydrographic-office, Admi- 
ralty, November, 1877.

E. by N. 3.N,, leads southward of Korai-no-ze. Note: The. names,

Much anxiety ia felt ‘respecting the miming West India Mail 
stvamer, Mexican, which left Port Royal, South Carolina, for Liverpool, 
on the 12th September, and is now forty-two days overdue, She had 
a crew of thirty-eight hands and a valuable cargo on board, but no 
Pawsengers.
